CREAT BRITAIN. 
EXCITEMENT IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, 

Loxdox, July 22.—In the House of Commons 
this afternoon, Disraeli announced that the 
Government had sbandoned the Merchant Ship- 
ping bill for this session. He expressed a hopes 
that the session woula be closed on the 10th or 
12th of August, and possibly earlier. Plimsoll 
followed in a speech. in which be violently at- 
tacked the Government, saying: ‘‘The conse- 
quence of an abandonment ef the Merchant 
Shipping bill would be the destruction of thou- 
sande of lives." He spoke yehementiy and ex- 
citedly, extraordinary epithets, stamped 
his feet, and gesticulated wildly, starting 
the House in an uproar. Disracii moved 
that Plimsoll be removed from the House. The 
Speaker ordered Plimsoll to withdraw bis re- 
marks, and he went out, shaking his fiste at the 
Government benches. The House then consid- 
ered the action proper to take m regard to Plim- 
soll's conduct. Several speakers urged his ex- 
citability as an excuse for his offense. Debate 
on the subject was finally adjourned till Thurs- 


day next. 

Lonpox, July 22.—The scene in the House of 
Commons this afternoon, caused by the violent 
speech of Piimsoli, was anparalieled. Plimsoll 
first earnestiy impiored the Government not to 
send thousands of persons to undeserved and 
uphallowed graves through the conduct of ship- 
owners of murderous tendencies. Upon being 
called to order, he advanced to tbe table and 
gave notice that be would ask on Tuesday next 
whether certain vessels which had been lost. en- 
tailing great 1 of life, belonged to Mr. 
Bates. member for Plymouth. Plimsoll added, 
that be was determined to unmask these 
villains. 

In reply to the Speaker he said he applied that 
expression to members of the House, and refus- 
ed to withdraw it. 

Mr. Sullivan; after Plimsoll had lefi the 
chamber, apologeticailyfhinted that he was mo- 
mentatily insane. 


Mr. Bates 8 made a personal ex- 
planation in to the rémarks of Plimsoll 
concerning bimself. He acknowledged that he bad 
lost five ships doring the last two years, but 
said they were well equipped, were * — A 
No. 1 at Lloyd's, and were only insured for part 
of their value. He expressed pity for Plimsoll, 
who, be said, was not responsibie for bis ac- 
tions, 

T. E. Smith and Mr. Rathbone protested 
against the Goveroment’s course. They de- 
clared that the euspense and uncertainty which 
would be produced by the withdrawal of the 
Merchant Shipping bill woaid be injurious to the 


shipping interests.

M. De- 
brousse was furious when taken to task for 
this offense, and began to abuse M. De Ville- 
messant personally, calling him « swindler, 3 
bMack-miailer, a general sort of a rascal, and 
other names of the Kind, referring particularly 
to his failures. De Villemessant did fail twice, 
but cémpromised with his creditors for about 
ove-fourth of their dues; but last year he paid 
every one of his creditors the amount in full 
with interest, in some cases for twenty years, or 
double his original debt. This was a case of 
probity which young Debrouese, who is the gon 
of arich parvenu, failed to note, and hence did 
the aged jourualist great mjustice. This matter 
has been taken into the law courts. The two 
reporters first concerned went to Holland 
day before yesterday and had 6 duel, in 
which one was wounded; Louis Feuillet 
has two or three» quafrele on band, 
and Edmond About has some also; till 
another is that between M. Gambetta, as airect- 
or of La Republique Francaise, and M. Granier 
De Cassagnac, an editor of L’Ordre.

COTTON EXCHANGE CONVENTION. 


Permanent Organtzation—Ruale Gove 
erning Representation. 

Green Baur, Warts Suren Sreamos Va., 
July 22.—The second dsy’s session of the Na- 
tional Cotton Exchange Convention commenced 
this morning. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
presented a constitation and by-laws, each arti- 
cle being read and discussed sing ty. and, after 6 
general discussion, unanimously adopted. The 
first article provides for organization. which is 
to be called the National Cotton Exchange 
of America. The second defines its objects to 
promote efficiency and extend the usefulness of 
local cotton exchanges; to secure their united 
and harmonious co-operation, and to obtain 
more reliable and precise statements with re- 

ard to theextent and movements of the crops. 
Provision is then made fox regular biennial meet- 
ings, and for a President, Vice-President. and 
seven Diréctors, who wil form the Executive 
Council, and will act as a Board of Gen 
eral Management, 

Treasurer, and 

may deem necessary, std will have power to 
levy assessments and disburse auch sums as may 
be raised, but will not be allowed to incur ex- 
penses not provided for by assessments. all such 
assessments to be upon constituent exchanges 
in proportion to their representation, this repre- 
sentation to be according to the number of bales 
bandied. Exchanges baodling 25,000 bales are 
entitled to two delegates, aod one additional 
delegate to every 100,000 bales in excess there- 
of 


The next article provides that the Execntive 
Council shall have power to add to the Constitu- 
tion such amendments aa shall be passed by a 
vote of two-thirds of the representatives of 
each Convention, provided that said two-thirds 
shali represent a clear msjority of the constitu- 
ent exchaoges, This art ele caused considerable 
discussion, two other forms being presented and 
rejected. The first provided tnat solely a ma- 
jority should represent two-thirds ot 
the exchanges, but the New Orleans 
party thought this would throw the balance of 
power into the hands of small exchanges, and 
strongly epposed it. They av ameud- 
ment whereby a majority should represent two- 
thirds of the delegates. Thie was just as objec- 
tionable to the small — 4 who saw 
that they would be swamped by the number 
of delegations from New Orleans, Savanuah, 
New York, etc.,—and the artiole in the form given 
above was presented, and, being acceptable toail 
parties, was adopted. 

The by-laws were adopted without much com- 
ment. 

A 1ecess was taken, and in the afternoon ses- 
sion the question of nominations was postponed 
until to-morrow moroing. 

The important matter of locating the National 
Exchange office was referred to 4 committee, to 
report to-morrow morning.

Guibord was a Catholic, but he 
belonged to a literary society called the Canadian 
Institute, which, was under the ban ot 
the Church because its library con- 
tained books and newspapers condemned 
by the clergy; and the parish priest, by direo- 
tion of his Bishop, refused to grant the applica- 
tion. At the same time the apphéant was in- 
formed that her uusband coald be buried ih un- 
consecrased ground within the same cemetery. 
The members of the Cauadian Iustitate, who 
represent a large party of Catholics m Canada 
who bave fallen under ecclesiastical censure, do- 
termined to make this a test case, and carried 
the matter into the civil courts. It should be.

It seems that some months ago Mr, Doutra 
made a proposition to the effect that if the Fu- 
brique wished to execute the judgment of the 
Privy Council without waiting for the arrival of 
the decree, it should be done privately, without 
previous notice to the public, so as to avoid a 
noise and demonstration. Tweaty or thirty wit- 
nesses would see that the law was ¢srried out, 
and not until the next day should the fact be 
announced to the public. It does not 6 
that any notice of the proposition was at 
the time; but on Monday last Father Rousselot 
addressed to Mr. Doutre a letter, in which he 
distinctly asserted that he would not permit the 
burial of Guibord in consecrated ground under 
any circumstances whatever, his Bisbop, the 
enlv competent authority, baviag forbidden it.

A SOUTHERN INFLATIONIST. 

The Richmond (Va.) Whig stands almost 
alone among the Southern press in favoring 
Abe future depreciation of greenbacks by 
watering the currency, It is the only news- 
paper of respectable position and influence 
thet comes to us from the South which com- 
mits itself to so absurd and unpatriotic a 
blunder. The style of the argument em- 
ployed to sustain its position shows that the 
Richmond Whig has been betrayed into the 
fallacy by its ignorance of the question rather 
than by any dishonest motives. A mention of 
some of its points will sufficiently illustrate 
this. For instance, it utters the following 
contradiction : 

Inflation made the Northern merchants and manu- 
facturers rich, and they are trying now, by contrac- 
tion, to make themselves richer. 

Now, if inflation made the merchants and 
manufacturers of the North rich, more in- 
flation would certainly make them richer, 
and the reverse—contraction—would make 
them poor again. Either, then, inflation did 
not make them rich, or they are not now 
seeking contraction. Both propositions are 
true to a certain extent. As a matter of fact, 
inflation has made a good many people of the 
North poor, in so far as it was responsible for 
the panic of 1873. It is also true that there 
has been no contraction in the volume of the 
currency. On the contrary there has been an 
expansion of $140,000,000, as has been re- 
peatedly shown, since 1865-6, to say nothing 


of the increased purchasing power of the 


the currency. Consequently the above 
proposition is not only a contradiction in 
terms, but even the cuntradiction is based 
upon false premises. The Wiig adds im- 
mediately : “4s 

How was it, and how is it with the Southern people? 
We have had no inflation here. Our people have been 
plodding along with the hope that the policy of the 
Federal Government would relieve them, But it has 
not been so. The money mim of Wall street have 
continued to grind the industries of the whole country 
until the injurious effect is not only felt all through 
the South, but until the people are asking among 
themselves whether they are to be chained down as 
slaves or allowed to breathe as free people in a free 
country once more, 

This is the most conglomerate and incom- 
prehensible stuff we ever read. The South- 
ern people have had as much “inflation” as 
the Northern people. The currency has been 


But if the Whig means that the Southern 
people haven't had as many greenbacks or 
National Bank notes per capita, it is simply 
because they havent had so much stuff to 
sell. So far as greenbacks or National Bank 
notes represent money, they are given in ex- 
change for commodities,—tobacco, cotton, 
corn, or other products,—or they are loaned 
upon credit and security. If the South has 
not had what it tegards as its fair proportion 
of this currency, it is simply because it hasn't 
produced a fair proportion of exchangeable 
values, or hasn’t commanded the confidence 
of the money-lenders. Either the Southern 
people have had all the currency they ought 
to have, or they have not gone to work and 
produced something to exchange or use as 
collateral. There is no lack of currency with 
which to buy products, but we do not 
believe that currency is ever given away 
except in charity. We cannot see, therefore, 
how the Federal Government can ‘relieve 
the South.” If it should print more green- 
backs, it would not send them down South 
for gratuitous distribution. It could only get 
rid of them by increased extravagance and 
the payment of its own debts and running 
expenses in new greenbacks.. In that case 
the South would only get them as it furnished 
some consideration therefor, either in labor or 
commodities. But it can get greenbacks now

REDEEMING GOVERNMENT CURRENCY. 

The Chicago Tunes, having attempted the 
oracular on the subject of a tariff, thus dog- 
matically defines resumption : 

If redeemability in coin on demand is all that is ro- 
quired to make a currency safe and sound, a Govern- 
ment currency may be as safe and sound as any other. 
A National Treasury may redeem ite notes on demand 
as well as a corporation. All that is wanting is a dis- 
position to redeem. A nation has the sbility in 2 
higher degree than any individual or corporation, 
and, if it has the disposition of its currency, will be 
better. 

And herein lies the only real objection to a Govern- 
ment currency as compared with bank currency. Ul 
the currency ie issued by the Government, it ig liable 
to become the sport of political parties, Its volume 
may be changed at any time, and the obligation of all 
contracts impaired by an act of the legislative body. 

It would be an important contribution to 
human knowledge to state how the Govern- 
ment may redeem its notes on demand. A8 
suming that the Government substitute an 
equal amount of its own currency for that of 
the National Banks, and, including the frac- 
tional currency, the aggregate would be in 
round numbers $800,000,000. The lowest 
amount of gold estimated as necessary to 
protect and maintain a redemption of paper 
money is one dollar for each three of curren- 
cy. This would require $265,000,000 of coin. 
How is the Government to get this amount 
of coin? There is but ome process, and that 
is to issue bonds and sell them for what they 
will bring. Having redeemed such portion 
of the currency as will be necessary to put 
the latter at par, how is the Government to 
get the notes back into circulation? Having 
sold the bonds for gold and redeemed the 
notes, how are the notes to be got back 
again into circulation? The Government 
cannot give them dway, nor can it lend 
them. The only process yet discovered 
is to go into the market and buy up 
the bonds again. When the notes come back 
for redemption, then the bonds must be sold 
again for gold. That is the only possible way 
in which the Government currency may be 
redeemed on demand. Every time the Gov- 
ernment sells bonds it will do so at a loss; 
and when it is known the Government must

debts as they fall due. When it cannot pay 
its creditors, it must issue to them a time- 
note, payable with interest at a day stated. 
The public creditors have a right to demand 
this, and the Government does not act hon- 
estly when it refuses to do so. To attempt 
to make the non-interest-bearing evidences of 
its debts.answer the purpose of money is a 
fraud upon the public and is opposed to or- 
dinary intelligence.

DEMOCRATIC SCARE IN OHIO. 
Mr. Grorez H. Penpdueron, the great Ohio 


Greenbacker, opened the campaign in that 
State under circumstances that indicate that

Here 
is the platform itself: 

Bightn— That the comtraction of the currency here- 
tofore made by the Republican party, and the further 
contrection proposed by it, with a view to the forced 
resumption of specie payments, has affeady brought 
disaster to the business of the country, and threatens 
it with general bankruptcy and rum. We demand 
that this policy be abendoned, and that the volume of 
currency be made and kept equal to the wants of 
trade, leaving the restoration of legal-tenders to par 
with gold to be bronght about by promoting the in- 
dustries of the people, and not by destroying them. 

Ninth—That the policy alreedy initiated by the Re 
pubiican party of abolishing legal-tenders and giving 
National Banks the power to furnish all the currency, 
will increase the power of an already dangerous mo- 
nopoly and the enormous burdens now oppreasing the 
people without any compensating advantage, and that 
we oppose to this policy the demand that all the Na- 
tional Bank circulation be promptly and permanently 
retired, and legal tenders be issued in their place. 

Tenth—That public interest demands that the Gov- 
ernment should cease to discredit its own currency, 
and should make its legal-tenders receivable for a) 
public dues, except where the respect for the obliga- 
tion of contracts requires payment in coin, and that we 
favor the payment of at least one-half of the customs 
in legal-tenders, 

Bleventh—The extinction of the present National 
Banks, and the establishment in their stead of a sye- 
tem of free banks of discount and deposit only, under 
such regulation as the States may respectively pre- 
scribe, and no paper currency except such as may be 
issued directly by and upon the authority of the Gen- 
eral Government, 

This platform, Mr. Poros insisted, 
was in favor of an early if not immediate 
return to specie payments!

AN ABSURD PROPOSITION. 

The Penn Monthly, of Philadelphia, eager 
to do something in connection with the forth- 
coming Centennial, has set on foot a move- 
ment to adopt some sort of an official name 
for The United States of America,” upon 
the ground that this is not a name at all, but 
only a description. The proposed change, 


of which is, that it is entirely unnecessary. 
To all intents and purposes, the United 
States are known the world over aa Amer- 
ica and the people as Americans, just as, in 
speaking, of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland,—which is the official 
designation of that country,—we say England, 
and call its people British. The United States 
are known in Europe as America, and all 
our people traveling there as Americans. In 
Canada, M Mexico, in Cuba, in South Ameri- 
ca, W, known as Americans, and no other 
people outside of the United States are so 
designated. The people of Canada are 
Canadians, the world over; 

Mexicans, the world over; and so on, but 
never Americans, and even the Mexicans and 
Canadians recognize the distinction. The 
fact is everywhere assumed that the United 
States comprise the more important parts of 
America, and that it is the manifest destiny 
of what is left, sooner or later, to be incor- 
porated into them. The world, therefore, 
has come to regard us as America and Ameri- 
cans, and by common usage has applied 
those terms to us, Being known, therefore, 
throughout the world as Americans, what 
use or sense is there in “‘ adopting a name” 
by which we are already designated from one 
end of the earth to the other? As well 
might the people of the States of Germany 
or the former Kingdoma of Italy change the 
name of their country to Germany or Italy, 
as they already are so named. The United 
States of America is only an official title. 
The world has christened us America, and 
America let us remain. 


THE NEW ENGLAND IDEA AGAIN. 

The recent article on New England 
Ideas,” printed in Tax Cancaco Triscye, in 
reply to Preston's attack, seems to have ar- 
roused very general discussion throughout 
the South, more particularly that part of it 
relative to the New England idea of all men 
working, as opposed to the Southern idea of 
white idleness. While in New England all 
persons work who can work, in the South 
one-half the people work and the other half, 
as a rule, live upon them, thus destroying the 
surplus of production each year. To this 
proposition many of the Southern papers take 
objection. We have already quoted from the 
Memphis Avalanche a statement that the 
whites of Tennessee are going to work, and 
now comes the Augusta (Ga.) Sentinel with a 
statement which is evidently intended to be 
a clincher. The argument, however, is a very 
old and stale one, the fallacy in which 
has been shown over and over again. 
The Sentinel takes the ninth census, 
and, comparing six of the Southern States 
with the six New England States, finds that 
in proportion to population New England 
has a larger percentage of paupers and crim- 
inals, and hence argues that the South is 
more industrious and less vicious than New 
England. The absurdity of this statement is 
of course apparent by a comparison of the 
fruits of labor of all kinds in the two seo- 
tions. Placing the results of agricultural and 
mechanical labor, of mental and intellectual 
labor, of commerce and the arts and sciences, 
side by side, no one but a lunatic would 
dream of casting a balance in favor of those 
Southern States. Thesurplus is immensely 
overwhelming in favor of New England. The 
South has bri a small surplus of product. 
New England has a large one which goes into 
savings banks, into investments of all kinds, 
and into public charities. But says the Sen- 
tinel: 

The six Southern States with one-fourth more popu- 
lation have only one-fourth as many paupers as New 
England, Georgia has a population of 4,184,000; 
Massachusetta, 1,467,000, Georgia has 2,181 paupers, 
Massachusetts has 4,036,—273,000 more population, four 
times as many paupers. Florida has a population of 
187,000, Bhode Island, 217,000. Florida has \47 pan- 
pers, Rhode Island has 1,046,—30,000 more population 
(IT per cent), 899 more peupers (600 per cent), With 
regard to crime, we find that in the New England 
States, with their population of 3,475,000, there were 
3,967 persons in prison on the lat day of June, 1870 ; 
im the six Southern States named, with a population of 
4,404,000, there were 3,165 persons in prison, With 
1,000,000 less popusation New England had 802 more 
criminals—end criminals are called the fruits of idle- 
ness, Massachusetts, with her 1,457,000 people, had 
2,526 criminals, while Georgia, with 1,184,000 people, 
had 737 criminals, 

The figures are probably correct. But 
what occasions this disproportion ? Has the 
Sentinel not yet found out that the great tide 
of foreign emigration sets in to New England 
and New York, and that while the industrious 
and enterprising emigrants take their little 
money and go West, settling down all over 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, and the 
Territories, the lazy, the weak, the thriftless, 
do-less, and vicious,—in other words, the 
paupers and the materials of pauperism and 
criminals,—immediately settle down in the 
large cities, and there they stay and feed and 
prey upon the community. There is no power 
sufficient to move them. They live upon 
the charity and taxes of society. They live 
as beggars and tramps, and eventually those 
who do not drift into the almshouses become 
thieves, and pickpockets, and burglars, if not 
worse, and drift into the bridewells and peni-
